Inc. Magazine just made her one 
of its 1997 Mffrketing Masters Award 
recipients; She lives in a 1945 log cab- 
in on a lake, rides a Harley-Davidson 
motorcycle and races a customized

at local and regional events with her 
fiancee. 

Kallos said, "I love Antioch," 

She suggests the possibility 
that young people do not need to 
leave a small town to find excite- 



ment or the future. 

Although she has had other busi- 
nesses, she said, "This one I truly 
have a passion for." 

"I sell web sites based on market- 
ing," she said of her business. She 
works with clients to create a web site 
on the Internet and she helps them 
learn how to nurture and grow that 
site as a marketing resource. 

"We empower our clients," she 
said of her services to teach business 
people how to use their site for its 
maximum effectiveness. "I give my 
clients a Business 101 to plan for web 
presence."

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Police believe firearms stolen from 
Antioch home were to be sold to 
Waukegan street gangs

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Antioch Police officers invested 
extra lime to solve a residential bur- 
glary to recover four stolen firearms. 
Within days, they succeeded in ar- 
resting two people and began the 
process of gun recovery. 

The next day Antioch police be- 
gan work to solve a burglary at Strug- 
gles Restaurant and Lounge that in- 
volved theft of an undetermined 
amount of currency and coins. The 
Struggles tlieft should alert local mer- 
chants to take common sense secu- 
rity precautions, said Antioch Police 
Chief Charles Watkins, 

"We live in a relatively secure 
town and sometimes we get lax," said 
Watkins. 

The residential burglary on 
Longview Drive in Antioch was re- 
ported to police, Aug. 27, at 4:30 p.m. 
Burglars pried open a front window 
to gain entry and stole four hand- 
firearms, a .357 Magnum handgun, a 
9 mm handgun, .a 22 automatic 



handgun, and a .44 Magnum re- 
volver. The .44 Magnum has already 
been recovered by police. 

Antioch Detective Craig 
Somerville, lead investigator, worked 
from initial findings that the guns 
were intended for sale to Waukegan 
street gangs, Somerville was able to 
identify suspects, who were ulti- 
mately arrested. 

"We worked pretty much around 
the clock, because it was a residential 
burglary." said ChiefWatkins. "This is 
somethingyouhavetojumponin a 
few days ... If you don't crack it in 
two or three days, it gets harder and 
harder to solve." 

Michael Fischer, 18, of Antioch, 
has been charged by Antioch police 
with a class one felony charge of res- 
idential burglary, obstructing a police 
officer, and giving false information 
in the preliminary stages of an inves- 
tigation. Chris Peterson, IB, of Anti- 
och, is also charged vdth residential 
burglary, obstructing justice, untaw-

The Fall Faire is an annual com- 
panion-event to the Antioch Spring 
Arts and Crafts Faire, which is esti- 
mated to have attracted approxi- 
mately 7,000 interested people.

"They're sort of whimsical," she 
said of her wood stools. "I paint on 
quality maple stools from a supplier 
in Michigan. You're getting a good 
quality stool, as well as a functional 
piece of art. I figure if I'm going to 
paint on these stools, and give some- 
one a piece of art, I want to provide a 
quality item."

"I like working witli local peo- 
ple," Kallos said. Her business office 
in downtown Antioch makes her ac- 
cessible. To exploit the marketing po- 
tential of a web site, Kallos believes 
that personal contact with her clients 
is most necessary, 

In a previous work life, Kallos 
was a sales engineer and account 
manager for 13 years at Panasonic 
Industrial Company, Electronics Di- 
vision. She left Panasonic with a thor- 
ough understanding of the value of 
future planning. She also started a 
company and sold it. 

Kallos' artistic skills and design 
sense emerged in high school. She 
even received awards for her art work 
then. These skills now serve her 
when designing client sites. "Mycre- 
ative process takes off in all direc- 



tions," she said. So does her sense of 
community involvement. 

Kallos has donated time to school 
students to design web sites as well as 
community organizations such as the 
Northern Illinois Conservation Club 
fishing derby. Grass Lake School's 
Retrofest, pancake breakfasts and dra- 
ma groups. She is responsible also for 
the Antioch Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry web site. "I take that site 
very seriously," she said.

fill possession of a weapon by a felon, 
and fugitive from justice based on an 
active warrant for burglary in 
Kenosha County, Wis. Both people 
were remanded on bond of $100,000. 

Antioch Police officials contin- 
ue to work with the Waukegan Po- 
lice Department. "We're still inves- 
tigating this case and attempting to 
recover the (remaining) guns," said 
Watkins. "They did a very good job 
on it," he said of officers who 
worked on the quick apprehensions 
and recovery of one of the stolen 
guns. 

The burglary at Struggles, 955 
Route 59, was reported Aug. 31 at 
6:30 a.m. A large front panel on the 
front door was kicked out. Thieves 



broke into a cigarette machine, cash 
register, and other equipment to re- 
move currency and coins. 

"We are working with the Lake 
Villa and Fox Lake Police Depart- 
ments," Watkins said. Tliey have had 
similar burglaries in their jurisdic- 
tions, he said. 

Watkins urged Antioch mer- 
chants to practice good security pre- 
cautions. "The security at this restau- 
rant was very good," he said. If 
someone is determined to commit a 
burglary, it can be hard to stop them. 
Merchants can leave on lights, have 
burglary alarms hooked up if possi- 
ble, leave curtains open, have good 
locks on doors, and limit store key 
distribution Watkins said.

Antioch business people have 
started to move onto the internet to 
sell products and services. Although 
not a major attribute of how main 
street is turning a profit these days, it 
does suggest that store and business 
ovraers in Antioch have no intention 
of being left behind as commerce 
begins the move to electronic sales 
opportunities, 

Micky Fischer, owner of the Col- 
lection Connection in downtown 
Antioch, does business all around 
the world with a web site 
(http://www.ccantiques.com). "It 
has worked extremely well for us," 
she reported in a recent e-mail re- 
sponse to questions. "Presently we 
are enjoying an average of 36,000 hits 
per month." 

Although there are many people 
who are reported to be nervous 
about internet security features for 
electronic commerce, Judith C. Kal- 
los, president of Lake Online and In- 
ternet Studio Cwww.theistudio.com) 
in downtown Antioch, said that se- 
curity for transactions on the inter- 
net is good. She believes that securi- 
ty is better than it appears, given the 
popular press accounts that shape 
many attitudes, Kallos said that busi- 
nesses lose more money from 
shoplifting than from internet fraud. 

The opportunity to sell services 
and merchandise on the internet, 
Kallos believes, has only begun to be 
explored. "It's like television in the 
fifties. It's just starting to roll." 

Fischer sells antiques from a web 
site designed and maintained by Carl 
R. Fischer, her husband. "It was his 
idea and expertise in that field that 



made it happen," she reported. "He 
convinced me that Vifith over 175 mil- 
lionusers, it was time for the Collec- 
tion Connection to have an internet 
presence." He does the layouts, dig- 
ital photography of merchandise, 
and maintains the site on a weekly 
basis, "We have received five awards 
for excellence," Micky Fischer re- 
ported. Her hus- 
band is the one who 
answers the 100 e- 
mail messages a 
month they receive. 
The Collection 
Connection web 
page features a 
menu to specific 
types of collectibles and antique 
items. There are tips for collectors 
and information about collectibles. 
Ordering instructions are included 
as well as e-mail and links to other 
web sites related to the interests of 
clients. 

Kallos reports that her clients in 
Antioch who have web pages are do- 
ing well because they have followed 
through on what she believes to be 
important aspects of having an in- 
ternet business, such as building it 
and maintaining the site. 

"The ones who have a presence 
are thrilled to death and are having a 
blast," she said. She cites the State 
Bank of the Lakes site (www.thisisy- 
ourbank.com) as an example of this. 
It was a site she enjoyed helping the 
client create. She said that the mar- 
keting manager , Eric B. Olson, at the 
bank understands what they are try- 
ing to do. 

Kallos developed a web site for 
the Serendipity Bed and Breakfast 
{www.gardens2@lake-onIine.com). 
Although originally created to pre-

sent the bed and breakfast to the 
world as a place to stay, the owner, 
Diane Falk, has incorporated many 
features of her bed and breakfast 
location into the web page. The re- 
sult is that there are people who 
come to her business who share her 
own interest in butterflies and want 
to experience the Rower gardens 
she has created for 
lepidoptera. Kal- 
los said, "Her gar- 
dens are over- 
whelming." The 
gardens attract 
the environmental 
interests of peo- 
ple. As a result, the 
web site can be given some, credit 
for developing a new a source of 
clients, Kallos said. 

Kallos said, "It's a good medium 
for real estate." She has had a few 
clients who are working in the real 
estate profession. Their sites attract 
business (wivw.buyiistsell.com; 
www.buyitl.com). 

Although not a business itself, 
the Antioch Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry has a web site for its 
membership {http://www.lake-on- 
line.com/antioch). it also seeks to 
appeal to people interested in the 
Antioch area. 

The site invites people to "expe- 
rience Antioch" and offers links to 
sixteen sites that can help the mem- 
bership operate their businesses 
more competitively. It provides links 
to other area sites such as the Lake 
County Convention and Visitors Bu- 
reau (www.lakecounty.org), Antioch 
Community High School 
{vvww.achs.lake.kl2.it. us), and Lake 
County's Hot Spot on the Web 
(www.lake-online.com). 



Power surge didn't harm water supply

Antioch water system panel and alarm 
systems to malfunction. Tlie malfunc- 
tion resulted in a 15-minute period of 
low water pressure in the village water 
system.* At no time, however, did vil- 
lage water officials believe the quality 
of the water or the integrity of the wa- 
ter supply to be harmed. 

, Complaints by residents liave led 
village water officials to reconsider 
ways that village residents are notified 
of problems in the future. 

"It was a period of low pressure," 
said Village of Antioch Superintendent 
of Sewer and Water Michael Ruxton. 
This resulted in a 15-minute time pe- 
riod in which the water system pres- 
sure fell below 20 pounds. This is the 
limit at which Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency regulations may or 
may not trigger local actions. 



The village Issued a notice to resi- 
dents to boil water 12 hours after the 
incident at the suggestion of lEPA as a 

precautionary measure, said Ruxton, 
TIio order wns broadcast ovcrlocal ru- 
dlo smtJon WKRS. . 

Additional measures were taken 
to notify people of the boil water no- 
tice. "We announced it at the schools. 
We notified all the restaurants. Tliere 
were a few places missed in all the 
hub-bub, like the Piggly Wiggly and 
Jewel," Ruxton said. "People feel we 
should have gone door-to-door." 

"If this were to happen again, 
which is very unlikely, we would prob- 
ably go to a more watclied or listened 
to radio orTV station, likeWGN," Rux- 
ton said. " Witli a difierent announcing 
system, this won't happen again." 

According to Ruxton, the techni- 
cal policy of lEPA states that anytime 
the water system pressure drops be- 
low 20 pounds per square inch, it is 
necessary to issue a boil water order to 
people who are using the water sys- 
tem. 



The regulations also state thai a 
boil water order is not required If there 
is good chlorine residual and system 
operators are confident that thcsys- 
tctn is sealed and has a good back- 
flow prevention prognun. "We met alt 
those criteria during the tow pressure 

incident," Ruxton said. He was confi- 
dent that these conditions were met 
and that a boil order was not neces- 
sary. lEPA officials believed the word- 
ing of the technical policy required 
notice be given to the public. 

Ruxton said that the incident oc- 
curred on a Sunday morning. Also, 
construction contractors are required 
to notify his department when they 
unseal the water system to work on iL 
He believed the system was sealed 
and had good back-llow protection. 

"Tlie samples we took to the Lake 
County Health Department showed 
everything was O.K and we have good 
quality water," Ruxton said. He said 
that the village has a good water qual- 
ity system. "The water is good loo— 
maybe a little high in iron."

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Rotary gets computers for Oklahoma

Antioch Rotarians raised over 
$15,000 through local, regional, and 
International contacts to purchase 
computers to equip a new Cherokee 
Nation student life center at the Oaks 
Indian Center in Oklahoma. 

The three-year fundraising effort 
was one of the most ambitious ever 
undertaken by the local service orga- 
nization and involved New Zealand 
Rotarians. 

"This is truly international un- 
derstanding," said Rick Kuehn of An- 
tioch Rotai7 who worked to accu- 
mulate the funds and gather the 
matching funds that leveraged the 
many financial contributions for 
such a large donation. 

The Oaks Indian Center is a min- 
istry of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of America. About 48 chil- 
dren, 3 to 18 years old, who are or- 
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phaned, abandoned, unwanted, or 
abused, are cared for and receive an 
education at the center. The center 
has helped the Cherokee nation 
bring sewer and water systems, 
paved streets, 70 newhomes, and a 
new high school to the area. 

The contributed funds paid for 
the following equipment: five multi- 
media Pentium-200 computers, two 
HP 690 Deskjet printers, software, 
and furniture on wliich to place the 
equipment. 

Antioch Rotary became involved 
in the educational needs of the Oaks 
Indian Center through the longtime 
interests of member Roy Pomrening. 
Kuehn 's own Jnterest in Native 
American culture brought them to- 
gether in this instance. 

"I've always admired the Indi- 
ans, and I had a desire to do some- 
thing with them," he said. Pomren- 
ing has since retired to Missouri. 

Knowing about Rotary Interna- 
tional's interest to encourage con- 
tacts with other nations, Kuehn 
thought it might be interesting to test 
the limits of the rules and regulations 
to see if Rotary International would 
help the Cherokee Nation located in 
Oaks, Oklahoma, U.S.A. The answer 
turned out to be "yes," but it did take 
three-and-a-half years and several 
other Rotary Clubs to accomplish it. 

"It is just amazing what hap- 
pens," Kuehn now says. 

Rolaiy District 6440 approved 
the proposed fund-raising effort 
from the start and agreed to provide 
matching funds. Then "I committed 
our Club to $2500." The District 
matched tliat amount. Kuehn visit- 
ed area Rolajy Clubs. Tlie Fox Lake 
Rotar>' Club made a commitment, 
livcntually he also secured contribu- 
tions from Clubs in Richmond and 
McI leniy. "My funds were starting to 
increase," he said. 

Rotary International, located in 
Evanston, agreed lo malcli his funds, 
but he was required lo find a Rotary 
Club outside the United Stales to 
join him in die venlurc.

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Running on empty: Low fuel 
levels cause fuel line problems 



In this no-time-for-anything world, most 
everyone pushes the limits. If you're among 
those pushing the limit of your gas gauge and 
frequently running your car on empty, you 
may be doing your engine serious harm. 

"In the winter, motorists seem to pay 
closer attention to fuel levels because they 
fear that fuel lines will freeze," says Gary Don- 
ahue, AlliedSignal's trainer for FRAM filter 
products, "However, while the lines may 
freeze when a near empty gas tank allows 
condensation to form, this moisture build-up 
doesn't cause problems only in the winter. At 
all times, the presence of too much water in 
the fuel system can present problems." 

Leaving your gas tank near empty night 
after night will cause excess condensation to 
build-up and the inside of your gas tank can 
corrode. Rust flakes will accumulate and pre- 
maturely clog the fuel filter, which, given the 
difficult access to fuel filters on most cars, can 
be a hassle to replace. 

While the fuel filter will remove some 
moisture build-up, if there is too much line 
water for the filter to handle, the fuel injectors 
and other components within the fuel system 
can become corroded. 

And, according to Donahue, because the 
causes and effect relationsliip between poor 
engine performance and water in the fuel 
system takes time to develop, it is not easily 
recognizable, "You could end up spending 
lots of time and money having a mechanic di- 
agnose the problem." 

If you continually run on-or near-empty. 



this forces rust or other particles into the fuel 
and will clog the fuel filter, causing poor en- 
gine performance. 

Fortunately, late model cars have sophis- 
ticated computers that compensate for many 
problems. If the fuel filter becomes too 
clogged with contaminants, fuel pressure will 
drop and the engine will usually shut down 
before more serious damage can occur. When 
and where the car stalls out— perhaps a de- 
serted stretch of highway— should be enough 
to convince drivers not to drive with the gas 
tank nearly empty. 

"Though older cars don't have a comput- 
er to tell the engine to shut down, you vrill no- 
tice that the car will become sluggish and 
perhaps surge now and then," says Donahue. 
"Either way, the clogged filter must be re- 
placed, and the gas tank will need to be re- 
paired or replaced." 

To avoid these annoying problems, Don- 
ahue advises keeping tlie gas tank topped off 
or at least more than half full, particularly in 
the fall. If your fuel filter becomes clogged be- 
fore the manufacturer's suggested change in- 
terval, then you may have a corrosion prob- 
lem in your fuel tank.

Accident sets 
house on fire

An early morning blaze Labor 
Day, Sept. 1, fatally burned one man 
beyond recognition and set a home 
located on Route 173, a half mile east 
of Route 45, ablaze in a freak acci- 
dent.

The blaze was contained in one 
room at the rear of the house, which 
Sakalowski said is the residence of 
Jorge A. Cema. The entire home suf- 
fered smoke and water damage. 
Sakalowski said luckily the Cemas 
were out of towm at the time. 

Due to the home's location on 
the border of Newport Township 
Fire Department and Antioch Fire 
Department districts, Newport's 
crew was first to arrive on the scene. 
Other departments responding in- 
cluded Lake Villa, Bristol, Trevor and 
Zion. Firefighters remained on the 
scene until 4:15 a.m. 

A positive identification of the 
driver of the truck was expected to be 
released Wednesday afternoon. 
Chief Deputy Coroner Jim Wipper 
said they believed it was a 38-year- 
old man from Palatine.

Wbuldn't It be nice to see 
a ballet, concert, dra- 
matic performance, a 
juried art show, and 
dance recital on one day without 
having to empty your wallet or sav- 
ings account? 

You can, and all for the bargain 
basement price of $1. You can't buy 
much for $1 anymore, but that is all 
it will cost to enter the Ela Festival of 
Arts at Like Zurich on Sunday, Sept. 
13, from 10 a.m. to dusk at Paulus 
Park, 400 Wliitney Rd., located on 
Route 12, north of Route 22. 

This is the second year the festi- 
val is being held as a way of bring- 
ing fine arts to the community, and 
offering new and enlightening ex- 



periences to those who attend, 

"We are showcasing all the arts 
in this event, which is uncommon 
in the Chicago metropolitan area," 
said Collette Sizer, festival co-chair- 
woman, 

"Tiiere is really nothing like this 
in Chicago," said Ginny Wagner, fes- 
tival spokeswoman. Most festivals 
have a single theme— music, arts 
and crafts, an art showcase or 
dance. The variety The variety of 
arts is what makes the Ela Festival 
special, 

"Our goal is to offer the oppor- 
tunity to everyone to enjoy perfor- 
mances in dance, music, view fine 
arts, see children's theatre, and haye 
the opportunity to listen to all kinds 
of music," Wagner said. 

"We are trying to make it acces- 
sible to everyone," 



Approximately 330 performers 
of all ages will perform all different 
forms of entertainment on four dif- 
ferent stages. 

*' We have a whole new group of 
performers," Wagner said. Only a 
fewof the performers attended the 
first event held last year on one of 
the coldest days in September, lim- 
iting attendance to 2,000 people. 

" (This year, W)e anticipate 
about 6,000 people to attend the 
event," Sizer said. 

One of those people will be 
Bonnie Henry of Hawthorn Woods. 
"I attended it last year and have 
looked forward to it all year," she 
said. 

Just like the first festival, this 
one will kick off with a parade of the 
Walk About giant puppets marching 
into Paulus Park, a picturesque 47- 



acre lakeside park named after Hen- 
ry J. Paulus, a current resident who 
served as Lake Zurich's mayor from 
1969-1989. 

Among the performers on the 
Music Stage, called Music, Music, 
Music, will be Ac Rock, a group of A 
Cappella Rock n* Roll singers per- 
forming doo-wop standards at 
12:30 p.m. MaryAnnBeattyofthe 
Chicago Symphony Chorus will sing 
a repertoire reflecting musical styles 
and themes towards the end of 
three centuries at 1:30 p.m., and the 
Ela Community Singers, a local 
choral group, will perform at 3 p.m.

Tliis^summer was by no means 
avera^d^though weather is scarce- 
ly a factor under our control. It was 
a very (joolsummer, August being 
harvesting month, was exceptional- 
ly cp.oj— with little sun. Hence, I am 
first seeing my slicing tomatoes 
turning red/and it is the first week 
of SepKjmber, I can't honestly 
remember the last timie I've had to 
wait so long for red tomatoes! 

Our memories are not always 
reliable, now is the time (believe it 
or not) tp.start planning next year's 
garden. I find keeping a journal 
most helpful. It is for your eyes 
only, sp.pven if you're not a 
"writen'.'igive it a try. It is very dilTi- 
cult to remember season after sea- 
son wliat we've planted in our gar- 
dens, A sketch of our garden and 
little notes on what we planted, and 
where, will help us achieve the 
results we are striving for. 

Our landscapes change, trees 
grow, structures are built that were 
not tliere a season ago — -this all has 
an effect on the sun, and the gar- 
den's exposure to it. Note what 
flowers; arid vegetables did excep- 
tionallyiwell to plant again. Also, 
those that were disappointments— 
perhaps they didn't get the condi- 
tions they needed for optimum 
growth. 

Even in a specific geographic 
area,,soiIs are totally different. I 
may be^dealing with heavy clay and 
your garden has beautiful, friable 
loam. Remember, always to 
embellish the soil. Give back to the

earth, so it can give back to you. 
This is most important. In fall it is 
easy to do, all the leaves will be 
falling shortly— compost them. 

This past summer my vegetable 
garden grew wild. Seriously, it looks 
like a jungle. With the spring being 
so wet, I did not plant some of my 
seedlings until early June, but many 
of my pepper plants are three feet 
tall! Peppers seem to grow like 
crazy for me! 

Next year I will plant the exotic 
sweet varieties, such as lilac, choco- 
late and white. They are so expen- 
sive at tlie grocery and they add an 
unusual flavor and color to salads 
and such. 

For some reason, I forgot to 
plant sweet peppers this yean I only 
grew hot varieties, to my dismay. - 
I'm noting that so I do not forget to 
purchase those seeds. 

My sweet com did fine, but I've 
yet to find a variety that produces 
many ears of corn. I'm looking for 
that also. Broccoli didn't work for 
me, grew too small and was very 
buggy; I will not grow it next year. I 
tried three dilTerent types of green 
beans. All perfomied well, one par- 
ticular variety has purple beans 
(which turn bright green while 
cooking); they are easy to harvest. 

The sunflowers and pumpkins 
and gourds my son and 1 planted 
seem to be a big success! The sun- 
flowers were planted next to the

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Parents dread new school year woes 




ear Dr. Singer, School 
\ Is back In session and 
f we have had an ongo- 
ing problem with our 
child that we dread facing 
again. We feel that our child 
simply doesn't enjoy school or 
the process of learning. It Is 
llke;pulllngteeth to get that 
child to work on anything and 
Itis usually within the first few 
weieks that grades fall down the 
tubes. Con you give us any In- 
sight here on how to get this to 
change? S.T. 

DearS.T., 

I have a few suggestions, first of 
which would be to get this child 
tested. It's good to have a roadmap 
ofthe obstacles if they actually exist 
and If they don't, that knowledge is 
good to have as well! At least then, 
you can rule out any cognitive or 
processing issue and proceed full 
force without guilt. As you may or 
may not know, I run a program that 
deals with this very tiling and I've 
made some interesting observa- 
tions. 

First let me say that I do believe 
that there are real learning obsta- 
cles that get in the way for some 
kids- People who have read my 
columns before know that, through 
the popular press, I believe that 
many kids are getting too savvy at 
diagnosing their own problems for 
the purpose of getting out ofthe re- 
sponsibility they feel. 1 think this is 
a very important thing to get past. I 
think that if you have hard data in 
tlie form of testing, you either rule 
out or confirm and treat, but my 
feeling is, we need to stop playing 
the middle ground between these 
two options. 

Another thing I've noticed In 
the scope ofmy learning program is 
what I will call a redefinition of hard 
work. After they have received a bad 
grade, I have asked a lot of kids how 
long they actually looked at the ma- 
terial prior to taking the test. The 
answers have stunned and amazed 
me. I have heard kids tell me that 
they have sat down for 15 minutes 
and seriously expected an A and 
were surprised when they received 
anF. 

Wlien I have suggested taking a 
small amount of extra lime each 
night on each subject plus two 
hours the night before an exam, I 
am looked at as though 1 come from 
another planet. I have seen this look 
from parents as well. I don't know 
wliat changed, when, but I do know 
that school work is just that...work! 
It's not meant to be fun. It's not 
meant to be entertaining, althougli 
to some it is and that's great. To the 
great majority of people, it is a rite 
of passage or a stepping stone to fu- 
ture privileges. It scares me that I 
am seeing such a large amount of 
people who prefer to make excuses 
for why a child can't, instead of 
helping that child to get to "I can." 
We all have our own obstacles. 
Some of us can't see well. Some of 
us can't hear well. Some of us are 
slower learners than others, but 
that isn't a reason to give up the 
game! It's a reason to become chal- 
lenged and to move beyond what 
we think we can. 1 have seen this 
thought instilled in kids and with 
the ones I've met, they always fol- 
low suit! 

I remember one of the most 
powerful sights 1 ever saw was when 
I was working on my undergradu- 
ate degree at U of 1 in Champaign. I 
was working and had too many

classes and felt overloaded and was 
always complaining about that. I 
figured I'd be lucky to get C's. One 
day, on my way into work, I saw a 
young man with an arm fiill of 
books walking dovm the street. So, 
you might ask, what is the big deal 
about that? Many people walk 
down the street on a College cam- 
pus with books in their arms. This 
man also had a walking stick and 
was completely blind, yet he was at 
a University that demanded 
tremendous academic perfor- 
mance, both past and future. All of 
a sudden, my problems didn't seem 
so insurmountable. 

Now, many kids have obstacles 
of their own. Maybe some have 
ADD and some have LD and some 
are behavior disordered, but it 
doesn't make them incompetent 
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human beings. These problems 
simply heed to be addressed and 
life gotten'on with. 

Be careful with your child's dis- 
taste for school. Don't fall into the 
failure U^p. You are allowed to ex- 
pect effort from your child. You are 
allowed to teach your child the way 
to find success through hard work 
and putting off immediate gratifica- 
don. Academics are behavior relat- 
ed like many other behaviors. Ask- 
ing your child to like school may be 
stretching it, but requiring your 
child to meet certain standards is- 
n't. As I said above, have the child 
tested first to be sure of what that 
roadmap looks like that we dis- 
cussed earlier and then, once you 
find out or rule out problems, either 
way, get it treated and help your 
child move on. 

Getting kids to like leaming can 
be done through challenge and suc- 
cess. You can find out what topics 
interest your child and help the 
child find out about those topics. 
Set up a contrived situation in 
which you help your child read 
about a topic and ask the child 
about it, complimenting correct an- 
swers. Oudine for the child that this 



is really no different than school. 
The only difference is that in school 
the chUd doesn't necessarily like ail 
the topics, but can still do well if 
enough time is spent or the conect 
help is gotten. During school, 
maybe make school a contest for 
him or her. After the child has been 
tested and treated if necessary, 
make sure that privileges, rewards 
and freedom are tied into the 
child's efibrt. Effort, meaning time 
put in, not grades! Grades vriil 
come naturally with time put in. 
, Share with your child your defini- 
tion ofthe minimum amount of 
time that is acceptable to you. Of 
course, be reasonable! 12 hours Is 
not reasonable! 

I tliink we really need to help 
our kids get back to the under- 
standing that success is not a mat- 
ter of luck or being someone else 
who doesn't have our problems. 
It's a matter of striving in the face of 
obstacles. It's a matter of giving it 
all you've got and more to get the 
job done because you are proud of 
that. I've worked with enough kids 
in lliis leaming program to know 
that many of them don't really have 
a concept of what hard work or fin- 



ishing something completely is! 
Once they're taught and expecta- 
tions are set, they prove to be more 
dian capable and really feel pride 
when doing it 

There is plenty of room for nur- 
ture and pride with our children. 
You don't need to be a drill 
sergeant, but you do need to have 
faith in your child and help your 
child have faith in him or herself! 
Tell your chUd that you know he or 
she can do it! And then teach and 
guide! If you feel overwhelmed or 
need some guidance, please make 
sure to get some counseling on this!

Late summer allergies in lull force

Starting in the middle of August, 
millions of allergy sufferers have 
been hit with late summer allergy 
symptoms, sniffing, itching eyes, 
sneezing, chest tightness, wheezing 
and coughing. 

Many of these sufferers also 
went through a bout of spring aller- 
gy reactions. 

With 20 to 25 percent of the pop- 
ulation suffering from one kind of al- 
lergy or another, the Midwest is 
known as the ragweed belt and two 
of the main culprits that have been 
attacking you and/or your children 
without mercy for the last few weeks 
are ragweed and grass. This is a case 
when greener is definitely not better. 

Over 50 million people nation- 
wide suffer from allergies also caused 
by trees, dust mites or pets, at a cost 
of $4 billion annually. The set backs 
include the loss of work and school 
time and the risk of complications 
that include sinusitis, asthma and 
sleep disturbances. 

This has been a fairiy mild sum- 
mer with tlie temperatures averaging 
below normal through July and Au- 
gust, but we have had a lot of rain 



and moisture which means the 
pollen count is still high and will be 
for the next four weeks through to 
October. 

When the pollen count is high, 
allergy sufferers seem sometimes to

be beyond help. 

Cheryl Walker, M. D., an assis- 
tant professor of the Clinical Medi- 
cine, Allergy and Immunology Sect. 
Northwestern University Medical 
School, an expert on Severe Ragweed 
Allergy, says that most people do not 
need die services of an allergist, un- 
less their reactions exceed the norm. 

Treating the allergies before the 
season arrives with antihistamines, 



decongestives, and nasal sprays, 
some of which used to be obtainable 
only by prescription, now are sold 
over the counter. 

Pretreatment could mean lighter 
attacks when the season is in full 
swing, and for some it will mean no 
allergy season at alL 

"Tliose who failed to use presea- 
son treatment should still take ad- 
vantage of the new over the counter 
medicines such as Cromolyn Sodi- 
um, no longer only available when 
prescribed by a physician," said 
Walker. 

A new brand of Crornolyn Sodi- 
um is Nasal Crom. 

These "wonderdrugs," nowsold 
over the counter, when proper direc- 
tions are followed, have helped to 
make the allergy sufferer's annual 
sneezing, choking and gasping at- 
tacks lighter and much more tolera- 
ble. The family doctor should keep 
tabs n any adul ts or youngsters who 
seem to be becoming the latest al- 
lergy "victims." 

Air filters and purifiers, air 
conditioning, lack of dust in the air, 
on furniture, in upholstered furni- 
ture and carpeting, and the cutting 
down of offensive, foiliage should 
also ease allergy attacks.

"Don't hop in and out of the market like 
a Mexican jumping bean.

He turned out to 
be the single luckiest investor. Every year, he 
made his investment at the exact bottom of 
the market.

up for 20 years — twice as long as his unlucky 
relative.

Divorced parents experience some 
unique challenges and rewards in both their 
personal and tax lives. The Illinois CPA Soci- 
ety points out that the following federal in- 
come tax provisions that may be of interest to 
such parents. 

Dependency exemption 

For starters, special rules determine 
which divorced parent can claim the depen- 
dency exemption for a dependent child. Gen- 
erally, the law gives the exemption to the par- 
ent who has custody of the child for the great 
part of the year. This is the case whether or ' 
not Uiat parent actually provided more than 
half of the child's total annual support. 
■ For divorced couples with a pre- 1985 
agreement, the non-custodial parent may be 
eligible for the dependency exemption if the 
agreement so provides and that parent pays 
at least $600 for the child's support during the 
year. 

Parents do have some flexibility in work- 
ing out the most suitable arrangement. By 
signing Form 8332, "Release of Claim to Ex- 
emption for Child of Divorced or Separated 
Parents," the custodial parent may agree to 
let the non-custodial parent claim the ex- 
emption. The non-custodial parent than at- 
taches the form to his or her tax return for 
each year the exemption is released. 

Medical expenses 

Regardless of who has custody, each par- 
ent can deduct medical expenses that he or 
she incurs for the child. Qualified costs in- 
clude unreimbursed physician and dentist 
fees, costs for prescription drugs, and insur- 
ance premiums. Of course, keep in mind that 
medical costs are deductible only to the ex- 
tent that their total exceeds 7.5 percent of ad- 
justed gross income (AGl). 



Child care credit 

If a custodial parent pays someone to 
care for the child (under age 13)\vhile he or 
she works, or looks for work, that parent may 
be entitled to a child care tax credit. This ap- 
plies even if that parent has release the right 
to a dependency exemption or, under a pre- 
1985 divorce decree, is not entided to a de- 
pendency exemption witli respect to the 
child. 

The child care credit ranges from 20 to 30 
percent of qualified expenses paid during the 
year, vwth the exact percentage based on die 
parent's adjusted gross income. The credit 
applies only to total annual expenses of up to 
$2,400 for one child and $4,800 for tow or 
more children. 

If the parent participates in an employer- 
sponsored, dependent-car assistance plan, 
die $2,400 and S4,800 limitation must be re- 
duced by the amount excluded from the par- 
ent's income under this plan. 

Child support and alimony 

Child support is generally neither taxable 
to the receiving spouse, nor deductible by the 
paying spouse. Alimony, on tlie other hand, is 
deductible by the person who pays it, and 
taxable to the recipient. 

Head of Household 

A custodial parent may qualify for "head 
of household" filing status, which entitles 
him or her to lower tax rates than those for 
single taxpayers or for married people filing 
separately. To qualify for diis status on a 1995 
return, the parent must be unmarred on Dec. 
31, 1995, and must have paid more than half 
the cost of maintaining his or her own home 
for die year. 

Furthermore, the child must have lived in 
the home for more than half the year.

Forget timing, and stay put

"Don't hop in aind out of the market like 
a Mexican jumping bean. Invest for the long 
term." This is the advice of Louis Rukeyser of 
television's "Wall Street Week." 

History has shown that while some in- 
vestors spend their lives seeking the elusive 
slock market tops and bottoms, the success- 
ful ones recognize long-term opportunities. 
Professionals call this time in the market vs. 
timing the market 

To illustrate, Rukeyser created the "single 
unluckiest investor in the entire world." Back 
in 1963, this hypothetical loser began invest- 
ing $2,000 a year into the stocks that com- 
prise the Standard & Poor's 500 Index. His 
timing was so bad that he invested on the 
worst day of the year every time: the exact 
lop of the market. Mr. Loser did this faithfully 
for 10 years, until he Anally said, "Enough!" 
He stopped contributing to his investment. 

Right after our unlucky investor stopped 
his deposits in 1973, his brother-in-law start- 
ed investing $2,000 a year. He turned out to 
be the single luckiest investor. Every year, he 
made his investment at the exact bottom of 
the market. Mr. Lucky was so delighted by 
his stupendous market timing that he kept it . 
up for 20 years — twice as long as his unlucky 
relative. 

On June 30, 1994, the two got together. 
Mr. Lucky boasted to his unlucky brother-in- 
law that through precise market timing, his 
investment of 540,000 had grown to $256,037. 



"Gosh," Mr. Unlucky replied. "My 
$20,000 investment is worth $264,207 
— about $B,000 more than yours."

Divorced parents tax guide 



Divorced parents experience some 
unique challenges and rewards in both their 
personal and tax lives. The Illinois CPA Soci- 
ety points out that the follownng federal in- 
come tax provisions that may be of interest to 
such parents. 

Dependency exemption 

For starters, special rules determine 
which divorced parent can claiin the depen- 
dency exemption for a dependent child. Gen- 
erally, the law gives the exemption to the par- 
ent who has custody ofthe child for the great 
part ofthe year. This is the case whether or - ■ 
not that parent actually provided more than 
half of the child's total annual support. 
• For divorced couples with a pre-1985 
agreement, the non-custodial parent may be 
eligible for the dependency exemption if the 
agreement so provides and that parent pays 
at least $600 for the child's support during the 
year. 

Parents do have some flexibility in work- 
ing out the most suitable arrangement. By 
signing Form 8332, "Release of Claim to Ex- 
emption for Child of Divorced or Separated 
Parents," the custodial parent may agree to 
let the non-custodial parent claim the ex- 
emption. The non-custodial parent than at- 
taches the form to his or her tax return for 
each year the exemption is released. 

Medical expenses 

Regardless of who has custody, each par- 
ent can deduct medical expenses that he or 
she incurs for the child. Qualified costs in- 
clude unreimbursed physician and dentist 
fees, costs for prescription drugs, and insur- 
ance premiums. Of course, keep in mind that 
medical costs are deductible only to the ex- 
tent that their total exceeds 7.5 percent of ad- 
justed gross income (AGI). 



Child care credit 

If a custodial parent pays someone to 
care for the child {under age 13)%vliile he or 
she works, or looks for work, that parent may 
be entitled to a child care tax credit. Tliis ap- 
plies even if that parent has release the right 
to a dependency exemption or, under a pre- 
1985 divorce decree, is not entitled to a de- 
pendency exemption with respect to the 
child. 

The child care credit ranges from 20 to 30 
percent of qualified expenses paid during the 
year, with the exact percentage based on the 
parent's adjusted gross income. Thp credit 
applies only to total annual expenses of up to 
S2,400 for one child and $4,800 for tow or 
more children. 

If the parent participates in an employer- 
sponsored, dependent-car assistance plan, 
the $2,400 and $4,800 limitation must be re- 
duced by the amount excluded from the par- 
ent's income under this plan. 

Child support and alimony 

Child support is generally neither taxable 
to the receiving spouse, nor deductible by the 
paying spouse. Alimony, on the other hand, is 
deductible by the person who pays it, and 
taxable to the recipient. 

Head of Household 

A custodial parent may qualify for "head 
of household" filing status, which entitles 
him or her to lower tax rates than those for 
single taxpayers or for married people filing 
separately. To qualify for this status on a 1995 
return, the parent must be unmarred on Dec. 
31, 1995, and must have paid more than half 
the cost of maintaining his or her own home 
for the year. 

Furthermore, the child must have lived in 
the home for more than half the year.

Princess Diana is ^queen of hearts' 
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Round Lake celebrity writer 
met Di during her 1996 visit to 
Chicago; saw her compassion

In the aftermath of the stunning 
death of Princess Diana, I have been 
asked to reminisce about the four 
nights and three days 1 spent in her 
company, as a member of the ac- 
credited limited press corps, when 
the royal visited Chicago and 
Evanston in June of last year. 

"The sick, the dying, fell touched 
by an angel," 1 wrote then, about the 
warmth, compassion and hope the 
Princess gave to hospitalized men, 
women and children she visited who 
couldn't believe that a real, live, beau- 
tiful, embracing Princess had talked 
with them, held their hands, kissed 
them. 

Never could 1 have dreamed that 
Princess Diana would make a transi- 
tion from earthly angel to one of 
God's angels at the age of 36, brutal- 
ly killed in a car smashup in a Paris 
tunnel while she and friend, Emad 
"Dodi" Fayed, tried to escape a 
swarm of paparazzi seeking roman- 
tic photos of the pair. 

From the beginning, I could feel 
the palpable drawing power of this 
"Queen of Ileaits," a title the Princess 
of Wales earned from people of all 
ranks across the globe. It was her 
mission, the Princess said on and off 
the record, to be an ambassador of 
goodwill, to offer strength and 
liands-on tenderness to persons who 
did not feel loved. She wanted to 



comfort the hopeless and the help- 
less. She wanted the suffering to 
know her as a friend, not as a stuffy 
royal whose wealth and influence set 
herapart. 

Let me share with you, once 
again, vignettes of the unforgettable 
Princess Diana. 

After arriving in a soft rainfall at 
tlie Northwestern University campus 
in Evanston, to be greeted by Presi- 
dent Henry S. Bienan, an aide of- 
fered the Princess an umbrella which 
she declined, saying sweetly: "No 
need. There's no big storm." Her 
blonde, smartly-cut hair was thick, 
shiny and evidently without hair- 
spray tliat might have kept her coif in 
place. The more rainsoaked and 
windswept her hair got, the more she 
unselfconsciously ignored it, while 
the relentless Princess Di-gazing 
went on from screaming, adoring 
student spectators and awed univer- 
sity brass. 

She also didn't mind getting her 
glamorous high-heeled shoes stuck 
in muddy grass as she wandered 
about clasping outstretched hands 
and smiling so sunnily that one 
would think Ole Sol himself had 
burst through the clouds. 

Of Princess Diana's physical at- 
traction it is no exaggeration to say 
that she was utterly desirable, tliough 
she complained privately that she 
didn't like her "beaker"— her sturdy 
nose. Nobody had a better pair of 
long, slender, shapely legs; her glow-

ingskin was flawless; her white teeth 
dazzled merely when she opened her 
mouth to speak. Her clear, corn- 
flower-blue eyes gazed winningly at 
you, often with a hint of mirth. She 
walked with great grace and vitality. 

Never did 1 see any sign of one 
who once had been shy and emo- 
tionally distressed. On the contrary, 
as I was to observe from day to day, 
she was uncommotily poised and en- 
joying her self immensely as she in- 
teracted with- the everyday folk, as 
well as the rich, the famous, the elite 
of intellectuals. 

Before the Princess left the cam- 
pus to prepare for the rigorous days 
ahead of fundraising for cancer re- 
search and other charitable objec- 
tives, she approved of my having a 
picture taken with her press secretary, 
Jane Atkinson, This was altogether 



sporting and good-natured of her— if 
not politically correct— since the 
Princess had been told I was the one 
who had written tlie irreverent lyric to 
the satirical song, Love in Bucking- 
ham Palace Blues, being circulated by 
London radio commentators, which 
twitted the royal love triangle of 
Prince Charies, Camilla Parker 
Bowles and Princess Diana. I thought 
1 caught the Princess stifling a grin as 
the photo was snapped. 

The Princess had a knack for 
bringing gentle levity to poignant 
, moments. At the bedside of a 51 year 
old John Collins, terminally ill in a 
Cook County Hospice Center, the 
fragile patient told his royal visitor, "I 
should be dead by now." The Princess 
slid close to him and said teasingly, 
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DIANA: A queen of hearts 



"Now that would have been terribly 
rude oryou, wouldn't it?"They both- 
laiighed and held hands. The 
Princess stroked Iiis hair, wliispcring, 
"There's always hope — always hope." 

When 1 1 year old Arro-Ameri- 
can, Alexandria Soriano, was about 
to be discharged from Cook County 
Children's Hospital, she was given the 
honor of presenting Princess Diwitli 
a bouquet of flowers. A nurse care- 
fully instructed Alexandria noi to 
touch the Princess unless the 
Princess touched her first. In her ex- 
citement, Alexandria flew into the 
royal arms and kissed her, much to 
the dismay of her nurse. But the 
Princess, with her irrepressibly affec- 
tionate nature, wrapped her arms 
around the little girl in a sustained 
liug. 

Physicians who met the Princess 
told me they were impressed by her 
perceptive questions and eagerness 
to luiderstand medicine. Trauma di- 
rector, Dr. John Barnett of Cook 
County Hospital recalled that 
Princess Diana wanted to know if 
treating many victims of violence, 
such as those with shotgun wounds, 
liad a negative bearing on the morale 
and effective treatment of caregivers. 
"ft was a keen, subtle question," Bar- 
nett said. "I told the Princess we must 
not allow brutality to shake our equa- 
nimity and we had to concentrate on 
competent care." 

The Princess liked to poke fun at 
her own quirkiness or traits. As she 
walked with Ruth Rothstein, chief of 



the Cook County Bureau of Health 
and Services, Princess Di realized 
that Rothstein could barely keep up 
with her pace. " 

She told her, "With my long legs, I 
take these big strides — It's a man 
thing." 

Over and over again, the London 
and Chicago security police nearly 
had a collective licart attack because 
they failed to keep Princess Diana 
from touching" the scores of people 
who iiad turned out to glimpse their 
lovely visitor. Practically ignored were 
other celebrities who were on the 
scene to socialize with the Princess 
and help her raise funds for health 
and welfare; Phil Donahue, Mario 
Thomas, Katie Couric, Tony Bennett, 
Anna Quindlen, Joan Rivers. 

On Princess Diana's final day of 
her visit, she waved good-bye at 
OTlarc airport, bound for her home 
in Kensington Palace. Addressing her 
cheering audience, she said wistful- 
ly, "Prom the bottom of my heart, I 
love Chicago and its people and I 
hope our paths will cross again. But I 
do have to get home to my two won- 
derful sons, William and Harry'." 

But fate has also decreed that, 
since Princess Diana died so shock- 
ingly at such a tender age her noble 
legacy, while unfulfilled, will grow to 
mythological proportions and she 
will be forever remembered and idol- 
ized.

Lake County schools grapple 
with rising enrollment 
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EDITORIALS 

Bigger, better 
standard tested 

Once upon a time, American elementary education was 
epitomized by tiie "Little Red School House" as re- 
galed in poetry and song. Three story primary school 
behemotlis in industrialized cities were viewed as nec- 
essary "warehouses." 

The post World War II rush to die suburbs brought the advent of 
the "neighborhood school," typically a rambling, low slung struc- 
ture surrounded by playgrounds. Neighborhood schools were 
cheap to build and reflected the notion tliatkids could walk to 
school, even go home for lunch. That all changed when motliere 
joined tlie work force in large numbers in the 60s and 70s. 

Enter the era of the "mega school" of the 90s, a multi-purpose 
campus designed to fast-track youngsters in the modern world 
of science and technology', loaded with electronics and pro- 
grams that can keep children occupied morning, noon and 
night, or at least until parents return home from tJie office or 
shop. 

Nowhere in the nation, certainly Lake County, is there a more 
graphic illustration of the new mega primary teaching facility 
than the new Woodland Middle School located on Washington 
St. in Warren Township, a $36 million investment in today's edu- 
cational theology that "bigger is better." Woodland Middle, 
which accepted 1 ,600 sbtth, seventh and eighth graders last 
week and easily can be expanded to accommodate twice as • 
many, is the equal in scope of square footage and physical fea- 
tures as nearly half the count>''s high scliools. 
Woodland Middle's physical plant is breathtaking— 80 class- 
rooms, six gymnasiums and a 4,000 seat auditorium. Employ- 
ing a "school within a school" concept that helps parents relate 
to its immensity, the new school literally is wired to the future. 
Every classroom was built to accept computers, satellite recep- 
tion, Internet, TV and telephone. There is a technology center 
dubbed "Tech 2000." A system of color codes is used to keep 
student movement manageable. 
Supt. Dennis Conti's view of the future is based on how many 
more rooftops can be crammed in the district, Lake County's 
largest geographically. From that perspective, more, much 
more, can be expected. 
Woodland Middle is pushing the "bigger is better" standard of 
modern elementary teaching to new horizons. After children 
get used to fmding their way around the immense complex, test 
scores will provide tlie ultimate test. 

New rail service 
entices commuters 

Commuter rail supporters were confident from the start 
that Metra's North Central Service on tlie Wisconsin 
Central would be successful. The pleasant surprise is 
tlie short time commuter rail service for central Lake 
County communities has become a transportation fixture. 

Rldership should surpass 4,000 daily before the end of 1997, 
particularly witli venter approaching. Metra officials fully ex- 
pect to reach a goal of 5,400 riders daily by the second anniver- 
sary of service a year from now. Especially satisfying is the way 
the mid-county public is adapting to Nortli Central Service. 
Antioch and Lake Viila-Lindenhurst high school students at- 
tending Carmel High School like the convenient and safe ride to 
Mundelein. 

The service significantly cuts travel time to Chicago vs. driving 
for commuters who board at stops like Round Lake Beach, Lib- 
ertyville/Prairie Crossing (Grayslake), Vernon Hills and Buffalo 
Grove. What remains to be seen is how local air travelers will 
use the service for a connection to O'Hare International Airport. 

Before the 10 train daily schedule can be expanded, additional 
parallel trackage m\\ be required for the line that also accom- 
modates two dozen freight trains daily As a starter, more by- 
pass trackage will be installed, similar to that now utilized at 
LakeVilla. 

The sober side of all the entliusiasm surrounding the Chicago 
area's first new commuter service in 70 years is tliat nothing new 
can happen until more federal funds are released. Wliile the 
-mood of the nation is to cut strings to Washington, the federal 
government still has a big say in transportation matters.

I've seen it a thousand times. It 
goes on every day in some city 
and lowTi in America. Someone 
who just wants to be his or her 
own boss, becomes trapped in a 
business that consumes more and 
more liours of the working day. 

The original intention was to 
use their skills to make more mon- 
ey, control tlieir own schedules and 
have more time for family or leisure 
activities. The actual result is a life 
dominated by the demands of the 
business. The business is running 
the entrepreneur, when it should be 
the other way around. 

Only those who e.vperlence (or 
have in llie past) this frustrating sit- 
uation can fully appreciate this col- 
umn. To most folks who have never 
owned their o\m business, the task 
look fairly easy. However, the reality 
is often less income than expected, 
work that piles up and never gets 
done, high levels of stress and a 
growing dislike for the business you 
once loved. 

The three-way fight

The creator is the risk-taking, 
vdea-deve\opmg, creaUve personali- 
ty. This person is ihc driving force 
behind the business. Ideas Row 
faster than they can be implement- 
ed or acted on. The creator sees 
only opportunity'. This side of the 
personality' generates large doses of 
enthusiasm, dreams big dreams 
and usually is not detail oriented. 
The organizer demands order. 
This side of the small-business 
owner is uncomfortable with the 
chaos created by the creator. The 
organizer wants to manage details. 
The organizer demands order. This 
side of the small-business owner is 
uncomfortable with the chaos cre- 
ated by the creator, The organizer 
wants 10 manage details. The orga- 
nizer wants neat Tiles, numbers in 
rows and columns and minimal 
change. The organizer feels the 
need to clean up the messes the 
creator makes while creating. 

The third side of the entrepre- 
neur's personality is the skilled 
technician. This person is the real 
reason the business got started in 
the first place. The technical skills 
may be in music, carpentry, me- 
chanics or sales. The skilled musi- 
cian may open a music store. The 
carpenter may start a construction 
or remodeling business. The me- 
chanic may open a repair shop, etc. 

The technician docs the work 
that produces the revenue. All loo 
often, the work becomes the driving 
force in the business. There islittle 
or no time for plannitig, organizing, 
improving or taking care of nagging 
operational details that lake lime 
away from producing income. 

These three personalities are 
usually at odds with one another. 
The creator dreams of opening an- 
other store, expanding into new 
products and becoming rich. The 
organizer just wants a clean office, 
sales tax reports filled out and a lit- 
tle time to plan. The technician is 
worn out from painting, hammer- 
ing, baking, typing, or whatever, 
and just wants a rest from the hec- 
tic, stressful pace. 

All too often,, at the end of an- 
other very long day, many entrepre-

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In-store bankers create fun, 
positive working environment 



. On any given day in The First 
National Banlc of Chicago's in-store 
branch in the Dominick's Finer- 
Foods in Gurnee, Felicia Morgan 
might be closing a loan, handing out 
"free money" to customers shopping 
the aisles, or directing them to the 
bakery section. 

"I'm not exactly your typical 
banker," said Morgan. "I just walk 
right up to a customer reading a food 
labels in the supermarket and just 
start talking with them — not neces- 
sarily about banking." 

For the last four years, Morgan 
has been associated with First 
Chicago's in-store banking division. 
Currently area manager, she over- 
sees tlie operations of six branches in 
Dominick's stores in Buffalo Grove, 
Gurnee, Highland Park, Lake Zurich, 
Mundelein and Palatine. 

She — and First Chicago— is 
looking for people just like her to 
help run the bank's growing number 
of in-store branches in the north 
suburbs. 

"This is a fast-paced environ- 
ment, where one in-store banker ef- 
fectively does the jobs of three tradi- 
tional bankers," said Morgan. "We're 
looking for people like me— who en- 
joy wearing many hats and going the 
extra mile for the customers. 

"We're creative and have a lot of 
fun when we work, whether it's com- 
ing up with new aisle presentations 
or creating a theme for promoting a 
product." 

In-store banking is a fast-grow- 
ing trend in the banWng industry. In 
the last four years, First Chicago has 
opened 29 such banking centers, 
largely in area Dominick's stores. 
And the pace of these openings is 
quickening: the bank plans to open 
11 in-storc branches this year and 
more in 1998. 

Such ambitious plans, however, 
have created a tremendous need for 
a certain type of employee, accord- 
ing to Robert Greco, senior vice pres- 
ident and head of First Chicago's in- 
store banking division.

As Morgan can testify, in-store 
bankers are not cast in the tradition- 
al banking mode. "We are probably 
more sales oriented," she said. 
"We're provided wiUi a lot of cross- 
training, because we don't have the 
luxury of size to house a staff ofspe- 
cialist. And because of our setting— 
in a grocery store — we have a lot of 
opportunities to get creative in the 
ways we mingle and draw the store's 
customers into our doors." .-, 

One of her favorite jobs, for ex- 
ample, is getting on the store's pub- 
lic address system and announcing 
the equivalent of the bank's latest 
"blue light special" on products. She 
also enjoys walking the aisles around 
the store and handing out free First 
Chicago merchandise, including 



money. In-store bankers also fre- 
quently make presentations in the 
aisles to let customers know what the 
bank has to offer and to get its name 
out.
